Several London author'tics have 
stepped forward to challenge the con- 
tention of Sir Frederick Menzies that 
Lord Nufiield’s proposed purchase of 
5000 “iren lungs” for Empire hos- 
p.tas was a ‘wanton waste of pri- 
vate benevolence.” 

Sir Frederick, medical officer of 
health for the London County Coun- 
cil, attacked the motor magnate's de- 
cis'on on the ground the mechanical 
respirator was in process of evolu- 
tion and that the type Lord Nuffield 
was buying would be outmoded be- 
fore it could be distributed. 

He made his statement in a letter 
to the British Medical Journa!, and 
Dr. R. R. Macintosh, Nuffield pro‘es- 
sor of anaesthetics at the University 
of Oxford replied in the same journal, 
denying Sir Frederick's implicat.on 
the particular type of respirator had 
been sugested to Lord Nuffield.

Edmonton, Feb. 20.—One thing has |? Ottawa, by the MacGillivray oil 


made the present session of the Al- 
berta legislature notable at last. That 
was the fact that Premier William 
Aberhart made what was described-as 
practically his “maiden speech” in the 
house, after sitting through seven 
sessions without making more than 
brief statements. 

It has been his habit, previously, 
to save up untit each Sunday what- 
ever he had to say—arid thén. say it 
over the radio from his Prophetic 
Bible Conference services, where there 
could be no reply. ‘But this time he 
made a full-dress speech in Ahe de- 
bate on the reply to the speech from 
the throne; he spoke for an hour and 
85 minutes. 

Apart from the fact that the prem- 
ier spoke, the week was dull in the 
house. Back4benchers on the ‘Social 
Credit side seemed ve decided— 
and some of tthem “said so frankly 
outside the house—that there is no 
use doing anything but sitting still. 
But as the throne speech debate 
dragged on through the week, every 
faction in the house was represented 
by at least one man among the dozen 


"| who took part. 


By the end of the week, too, 25 
pieces of legislation had appeared on 
the order papers as having been in- 
troduced. Practically all were minor 
amendments, and there was nothing 
of importance in them. 

* ° * 

The most important event of the 
week in the realm of legislation and 
polities Occurred outside the house. It 
was the judgment handed down by 
Hon. S. J. Shepherd, justice of the 
trial division of the,supreme court of 
Alberta, declaring illegal the Alberta 
Securities Interest act which had been 


{passed in 1937—the act which, cutt- 


ing in half the interest on provincial 
bonds, ‘was passed after a previous 
act to do the same thing had been 
ruled invalid by the same court. Last 
Saturday the provincial government 
filed an appeal from Mr. Justice 
Shepherd’s judgment and the case is 
to be heard in the Alberta court of 
appeals. 

The trial judge said the act was il- 
legal and outside the jurisdiction of 
the provincial legislature ‘because it 
invaded the field of interest which, 
according to the constitution of Can- 
ada, is a matter ‘for the dominion 
parliament alone. ‘Further, he said, 
it was illegal because it affected civil 
rights outside Alberta entirely. It 
was not expected, in any case, that 
the judgment would have dny finan- 
éial effect ‘because ‘in previous cases 
the Aberhart government has ignor- 
ed court rulings and has continued to 
pay only half of the promised inter- 
est rates. 

Court actions in defence of its leg- 
islation cost the government — and 
Alberta taxpayers—$20,000 last year 
for appeals, the government admitt- 
ed.

Sunlight” 


T is interesting to note that 
for centuries chemists en- 
gaged in scientific research 

have looked to the day when 
sunshine rays would be 
trapped and harnessed by man. 
In -the eighteenth century, 
Joseph Addison wrote a hu- 
morous story of an English- 
man who bottled Sunlight as 
one would preserve fruit. 


To date, no one has succeeded 
in “canning” sunlight, but 
there is a machine in the 
EATON Research Bureau 
called a Fade-Ometer which 
produces a light that prac- 
tically duplicates the effect of 
sunlight in its action on col- 
ored materials.

Tanner’s cause. Officials of oil re- 
fining. companies endeavored, in view 
of circumstances, to give that evid- 
ence to the commission in camera, 
but that suggestion was refused. So 
it came out publicly, to be. read by all 
the world, including the Ottawa gov- 
ernment and American exporters. 

It was this: Unless the producers in 
Turner Valley are willing.to take a 
lower price, they must contemplate 
losing a large part of the Manitoba 
market and also face the threat of 
losing a large part of the Saskatche- 
wan market, because oi] can be shipp- 
ed into these markets from foreign 
sources at lower cost. Thus there 
was a strange contrast between Mr. 
Tanner’s optimism in trying to have 
the federal government “formulate a 
policy of development of Alberta oil 


resources for the benefit_of Canada as | 


a whole,” on the one hand, and cold, 
hard facts on the other. 

The evidence showing that Alberta 
crude cannot compete at present pric- 
es with crudes from other sources 
mearis that the Alberta oi] field—and 
therefore the whole province—is go- 
ing to lose either through reduction 
of prices or by loss of markets, in 
addition to the ever-mounting cost of 
the MacGillivray investigation.

Liberal Leader Gray, during his 
speech in the house last week, noted 
that the federal government bonus on 
wheat through the pegged price a- 
mounted in effect to about 20c a bu- 
shel this crop season—or $22,800,000 
to Alberta farmers. Agriculture min- 
ister Mullen used that figure later in 
condemning the dominion’s new plan 
by which wheat growers would get a 
federal subvention of $2 an acre;: Mr. 
Mullen condemned the plan because, 
he said, it would increase the amount 
of wheat produced in Alberta, where- 
as there should be less, he thought. 
Previously the provincial government 
has condemned as ridiculous such 
things as restricted production. 

Mr. Gray also discussed the pro- 
vince’s treasury branches or “credit 
houses,” which were shown to have 
had deposits of only $224,031 as at 
December 31 after four months’ op- 
eration, and expenses of $24,306 up to 
that time, apart from the Social Cre- 
dit .board’s expenses of $87,634. 

“Has the government finally found 
out,” Mr. Gray asked, “that its cred- 
it houses are merely q bill of expense 
—that they are relieving the banks of 
a type of businéss they have tried 
for years to escape? If you'are go- 
ing into that business, why not do it 
right? Organize a provincia] bank, 
and operate it on a reasonable basis.”
